REPLY IS AWAITED 


Resolve for $5000 to Pay Ex- 
penses of Bands With Bay 
State Regiments at Inaug- 
uration Rejected by House 


Attorney-General James M. Swift is to 
be asked today for an opinion as to the: 


constitutionality of the bill to abolish 
the East Boston tunnel tolls, according to 


the plans of House leaders. 
as to the legal standing of the measure 
arose late Thursday when the bill was 
substituted by the House for an adverse 
committee report. It is proposed in the 
bill to have the city of Boston appropri- 
ate $125,000 annually to be used as a sub- 
stitute for the toll of 1 cent now collected 
from each passenger. 

On recommendation of its ways and 
means committee; the House late Thurs- 
day rejected the resolve for a $5000 ap- 


' propriation to be used for defraying the 


expenses of bands accompanying Mass- 
achusetts regiments at the inauguration 
of Presidentcelect Wilson.

In about half an hour I 
took out the pies and lowering the gas to a little less than half 
pressure, filled the oven with a custard pudding and baked macaroni, 
After 40 minutes’ cooking, meat, dessert and macaroni were done, 
all having been cooked with the same gas. Since that time I never 
roast meat or poultry in the oven. All goes in the broiling cham- 
ber and at the same time I utilize the oven for baking desserts or

To 
determine this ellipse numerous meas- 
urements or arcs of meridians have been 
made in various parts of the earth, from 
the equator to Hammerfest beyond the 
arctic circle. 
by A. R. Clarke in the ‘Comparisons of 
the Standards of Length’ in 1866, and in 
his ‘Geodesy’ in 1880. The conclusions 
reached are that the equatorial semi- 
diameter of the earth is 20,926,202 feet, 
and the polar semi-diameter is 20,854,- 
895 feet. These are the dimensions of 
the earth employed by astronomers and 
geodetists in their computations, and 
they may be relied upon as having but 
a slight probable error. 

“It is thus seen that the equatorial] 
semi-diameter is longer than the polar 
by 71,307 feet, or 13.504 miles very 
nearly. It is upon this that the state- 
ment usually made is based that the 
equator is 13 miles farther from the 
center of the earth than are the poles.

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Events in America That Are Commanding General AMennon 


RESIDENT TAFT is not Kiel 
an altogether happy period ‘at 
the end of his administration. 
His experience is not, however, 
quite unique. In the nature of things 
the waning of an administration, with 
its imminent loss of all political power, 
when there is a vanishing and almost 
lost disposition to court the favor of 
it: head, and all the more when there 
looms larger with each day the succes- 
sor of a different political faith, is not 
comfortable. The situation is one of 
the incidents of the arrangement that 
keeps @ government in power for a long 
period after it has been voted out by 
the people, giving force to the argument 
for a quicker following out of office. 
Fortunately political history makes lit- 
tle of an administration’s twilight. It 
is nct taken into account in the mature 
estimate of Mr. Cleveland’s service that 
he was almost pathetically reduced to 
inconsequence with the approach of -the 
4th of March, 1897; and perhaps no 
recent President has left office with 
greater discomfort, rejected by the coun- 
try and deserted by his own party. Mr. 
Taft will be judged by the long list of | 
the remarkable achievements of his four 
years, not by the breach between him 
and his own party on an important mat- 
ter of legislation and the stress of an 
international difficulty which came in 
the last days of his term. But for the 
moment it is not a season of joy. 


President and Congress 
Are Completely at Odds 


The rock upon which President Taft’s 
oraft was thrown in the last month of 


his office holding was the bill for the re- 
striction of immigration. For 15 years 
legislation of the kind proposed in the 
bill which has failed to become law by a 
narrow defeat in the extremest stdge to 
which legislation can carry a matter, has 
been sought, The distinctive feature, the 
literacy test, has stood in previous bills 
as requiring of immigrants the ability to 
read and write in some language. It was 
reduced in the present case to reading 
alone. Repeatedly passed in the Senate 
in other years, largely through the 
strong support given it by Senator Lodge; 
of Massachusetts, it has hitherto failed 
in the House of Representatives. Passing 
both houses this year, it was given by 
President Taft the unusual examination 
of a public hearing and the advocates and 
opponents of the bill, more strenuously 
the latter, carried on their debate in the 
White House. The President gave it the 
full measure of judicial consideration and

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Cecilia Chorus Sings Part-Sonds 


The ¢horus brought to its task of in- 
terpreting the part songs of oki and new 
schools a technique as pliant as that of a 
single well-trained singer. The program 
as read was iu all respects equivalent in 
adjustment of tone to text to a song re- 
cital. The chorus was one voice. 

The work of the singers in the selec- 
tions without accompaniment was unex- 
ampled for clear presentation of the text, 
both in respect to words and thought. 
The choral pronunciation in the “Old 
French Christmas Carol” was an artisti¢| 
achievement such as perhaps no group of, 
singers ever attained before in Boston in| 
a language not English. It was a most 
happy comment on the state of French 
culture in the musical community. The 
sentiment of the Shelley poem, “On Him- 
alay,” was brought out with an exquisite 
grace that would not have been possible 
unless the interpreters were well read in 
the author.and sympathetic with his lit- 
erary epoch besides. 

The society gave such extraordinary 
pleasure in its manner of reading the 
texts of the part songs that listeners 
could easily neglect to observe — vocal 
technique, And the fact that the means 
used to accomplish the end were not | 
noticeable was of course the highest | 
praise for the singers. Only after the | 
concert was over could anybody think of | 
the mechanism. The present Cecilia 
season is noteworthy because it has been | 
a time when fhe society has rigorously | 
examined itself and/has revised its tone | 
forces in accordance with the demand of | 
the modérn public for absolute com- 
petency in al musical performance. Ob- 
-serving that audiences today are not 
moved by mere enthusiasm and that they 
“are little interested in the past, the Ce- | 

cilians have shrewdly gone to work to 
' rehabilitate their technique and to make 
new history. During the~winter they 
have entirely rebuilt their choral instru- 
ment and have put it in order for modern 
- service. On Thursday night they handed 
, it over, inscribed with the date 1993, 
to Mr. Mees to play the dedicatory. re- 
cital on it. 

Of the new works presented that of 
Bantock “Og Himalay,” composed in the 
modern manner as for a choral orchestra, 
was perhaps the most interesting. The 
singers found that they had a discerning 
audience, one that recognized the modern 
feeling of the piece instantly and re- 
sponded with determined applause. The 
' composition is a beautiful choral over- 
ture and takes a winnihg interpretation 
under the baton of Mr. Mees. » 

Mme. Szumowska gave two brilliant 
interludes ‘with her piano selections. 
With an appreciative audience on either 
hand she was prompted to interpret in 
her most polished style masterworks 
which she studied deeply.

HIGH YIELD TAX

The feature of the local bond market 
during the past week has been the 
manner in which tax exempt investments 
have been marketed. The notable ex- 
amples have been Massachusetts state 
bonds offered on a basis of 3.75 per 
cent, or equivalent to a yield of 4.25 per 
cent for the savings banks and §.25 per 
cent for trustees, and the newly an- 
nounced issue of $3,700,000 city of Bos- 
ton bonds which were marketed on a 3.97 
per cent basis and offered to the invest- 
ment element on a basis of from 3.85 
to 3.00 per cent. 

It is exceptional for high grade tax- 
free bonds to be offered at such attrac- 
tive bases as these jssues are being 
brought out at, and the best opinion is 
that it will*not be many weeks before 
both issues are lodged with the invest- 
ment element. The Massachusetts state. 
bond issue has already proved a great | 
success, the unsold balance only amount- 
ing te some $1,000,000. As the demand 
from now out will incline sharply to tax- 
free issugs, no difficulty should be ex- 
perienced in disposing of the entire block 
of city of Boston bonds before tax day, 
April 1. 

Among other notable developments of 
the week was the announcement that 
American Telephone & Telegraph stock- 
holders hgd taken over 50 pep cent of 
the new $67,000,000 convertible 4% per 
cent bonds. These may be expected to 
show a substantial market appreciation 
before 1915. An issue of $2,015,000 4,

encourage trade. In fact, if one were to make an inventory of the 
favorable conditions, it would not be difficult to believe that they 
more than outweigh the unfavorable. 

So far as the future is concerned, if people were to focus their 
attention more upon the probability of big crops next season than 
upon the likelihood of a destructive tariff law which so many fear, 
business would very likely continue to expand. Avs it is now, buying 
by manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers throughout the commer- 
cial world is from hand to mouth. Conservatism of an extreme 
character is observed in all transactions. Grasping firmly the hope 
of future business betterment is not a shutting of one’s eyes to 
adverse conditions, which seem to loom up so conspicuously; but 
on the contrary such a seizing of hope seems the saner way to pro-

In 
spite of this, there can be no question that the whole world 1s being 
roused to a sense of its duty towards its neighbor. Every year the 
area of the slave market is becoming more and more restricted. 
Cargoes of rum and rifles may still be run on the coasts of Africa, 
but it would be impossible for a British government to carry OM a 
war today for what Palmerston cynically called “an agricultural 
protection question,” the protected crop being that of the poppy. 

It may be quite true that the poppy*farmers of China are today 
more concerned, as Palmerston declared, for the protection of their 
crop than for the protection of their countrymen, but the govern- 
ment is not. With them it is not, as the great foreign secretary 
sneered at their predecessors, “an exportation of bullion question.” 
It is a survival of a nation question, and Peking is perfectly well 
aware that the United Kingdom will never again tolerate her armed 
forces being used for the enforcement of a bargain which is no doubt 
being broken in the most flagrant manner. 

This being so, it would be more dignified for the Indian gov- 
ernment to come to an understanding with Peking for the immediate 
suppression of the traffic. A country which bought out the West 
India slave holders may well buy out the East India opium merchants. 
As for the loss to the revenue, it has yet to be proved that the sup- 
pression of an immoral industry can be calculated in rupees. The 
skeptics who sneer at the exportation of gin and Bibles have an 
even stronger cause of offense in the exportation of Bibles and opium. 
Not because opium is more deleterious than gin, but because one 1s 
a speculation of individuals and the other the policy ‘of a govern- 
ment. If the government will take the courageous course, it will 
have no reason to regret it. Thousands of people have shipwreqked 
themselves by doing evil that good might come of it, but none by 
doing justly, by loving mercy, and by walking humbly with God. 
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Conscience 
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The majority in national conventions of all parties is furnished by 
the standpatters, the minority by the progressives. Conservatism is a 
characteristic of those on the inside, radicalism of those on the out- 
side. Attempts have frequently been. made in Republican national 
nominating conventions to reduce the southern representation to a 
point proportional to the Republican vote of the states in that section, 
but never with success. There is hardly a doubt, in view of the 
experiences of the last year particularly, that the necessary change 
would be promptly made in a special convention. 

Such a convention or conference as that proposed would unques- 
tionably consider and pass upon many other matters of great interest 
to the party. It is not difficult to see how action might be taken 
that would lead to restoration of party. harmony. Opportunities for 
speculation here are without limit. But the main question for the 
present is whether the Republican party is in a mood to take a step 
that promises to lead to necessary reforms. If it is, the reforms and 
their consequences will follow naturally.

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| withstanding that the highway, by reason of 
| the introduction of the motor car, has 
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become an interstate and national utility. 
Kor reasons that are familiar, the local and 
state authorities everywhere hold tightly to 
whatever revenue is collected, directly or 
indirectly, for road improvement; it is a serious question, how- 
ever, whether the net results of this policy are, or ever can be, sat- 
isfactory. With so many widely different methods of imposing 
road taxes,‘and as many methods of applying them to their proper 
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purpose, taxpayers, motorists and communities are in many instances 
all discontented with the state of affairs. 

That good roads are a benefit to the section they traverse cannot 
be questioned, but it is a mistake to assume that they are of equal 
benefit to all persons in that section, and there is positive injustice 
in a system that compels those with highway frontage to shoulder 
so large a part of the burden of road improvement and maintenance. 
A property owner who has been assessed recently for $150 to meet 
the cost of road improvement in front of his country home comes 
forward with a typical protest. This person was troubled very little 
by road taxes for years before the motor cars came into use. Since 
they have been running over the road they have torn it to pieces. 
He cannot see where there is the least financial benefit to him in 
the motor traffic; he thinks he can see where it is a positive detri- 
ment to his property; why, then, he asks, should he be burdened 
with taxation for its accommodation? 

This taxpayer feels that the automobilists should pay for the 
improvement of the strip of roadway in front of his house, since 
they have made the improvement necessary, and since it would be 
mainly for their benefit. They undoubtedly should pay an equitable 
share of it. As a matter of fact, the automobiles are now con- 
tributing very largely toward local and state revenues. Many thou- 
sands of taxpayers in every community are unable to see just how 
the automobile benefits them. Yet it does benefit them indirectly. 
It has brought a great deal of land into the market, it has stimulated 
business and created local trade, and this has resulted in a better 
demand and in higher prices for labor and for farm products. Let 
it be admitted, and this is not unreasonable, that the motor car, on 
the whole, has been beneficial to all classes, directly or indirectly, 
and in varying degrees, and this will only serve to emphasize the 
fact that road improvement for its accommodation ‘is a factor that 
must be taken into account by even the most remote individual. 
What seems to be necessary is that the revenues gathered for road 
purposes shall be levied with greater regard to special benefits, and 
that they shall be expended to greater advantage. : 

The sentiment seems to be taking root that the highway is 
something more than a local utility in these days, and that it will 
have to be viewed in a more comprehensive way—to put it plainly, 
in a national way—before existing inequalities in road taxation can 
be corrected and before the national highway system can be brought
